Yankee Makes 3,600 Miles in 24 Hours 


An interesting history of Flohr's 
church and its cemetery were given 
by W, 
Clarence Sheely, E sq. 
of 
Gettysburg, at exercises in connec­ 
tion with the dedication of the en ­ 
larged and improved burial ground, i 
Sunday afternoon. 
A large crowd j 
attended the exercises. 
D evotional were 
conducted by 
the Rev. George E, Ely, Arendts­ 
ville; the Rev. G. Howard Koons, 
Fairfield, and the Rev. R. B. Dy­ 
sart, New Oxford. Musical selec­ 
tions were in charge of Edwin A, 
Rice, of Arendtsville. 
In addition to th e address of Mr 
Sheely. C. A 
Cluck. M cKnights­ 
town. president of the Flohr’s cem­ 
etery association, outlined the aims 
and objects of the organ'zation. 
The address ot Mr. Sheely fol­ 
lows: 
“It will be of interest on thia fic- 
casion to trace, as far as may be 
done, the history of this long es­ 
tablished burial ground. 
*• “Accurate data is not available. 
It is said th a t in 1863 the early rec­ 
ords of Flohr’s church and of the 
cemetery were destroyed. It is safe 
to assume, however, that the history 
of Flohr’s church is also that of 
this cemetery. 
Established In 1807 
“It is not likely that 
Flohr’s 
church 
was established 
prior to 
1807, as there was no highway over 
the present route 
of the Lincoln 
highway prior to 1800, the former 
Gettysburg and 
Petersburg tu rn ­ 
pike not having been chartered un­ 
til 1807, and bids for its construc­ 
tion not having been advertised u n ­ 
til Septem ber of 1808, 
“It is known, however, that long 
I prior to 1822 the first church budd­ 
ing was erected upon the present 
church site. 
W hether it was used 
‘Jointly by the Reformed and Lu 
theran congregations prior to 1822 
Is not known. 
“It m ay be in interest to know 
th at about the tim e of the estab 
lishm eni of Flohr’s church, the fol­ 
lowers of 
Menno 
Simonis erected 
their church on the north side of 
the road opposite Flohr’s church. 
on the 
site later occupied by the 
school house. T he ancient ceme­ 
tery of 
th a t church still 
remains 
there, 
although it has not been 
used extensively for burial purposes 
since ’he removal of the Mormon 
lte congregation to new quarters at 
Mummasburg in 
1823, which 
re 
moval was induced by John Mum 
ma, who donated a lot to the Men 
r.onite congregation for that pur 
pose.

Charles Sherrill, United 
States delegate, said Sunday on his 
arrival to participate in a meeting 
of the executive committee of the 
International Olympic committee. 
The question of Germany's treat­ 
ment of Jews came up for discus­ 
sion as soon as the committee met 
this morning. 
Mr. Sherrill lead a 
campaign against any discrimination 
in the games. 
May Hold Games Elsewhere 
It won’t be enough, Sherrill said, 
if Germany permits Jews to repre­ 
sent other nations in the games. 
Jews must be free to represent Ger­ 
many as well, he asserted. 
The argument that the situation in 
1936 may be far different from what 
it is now' cannot be admitted, he 
u'ent on, because preparations must 
be made now' and the success of the 
games must not be endangered by 
failure to settle this “vital question.” 
If Germany declines to guarantee 
German Jews Olympic equality, he 
added, it will be necessary to con­ 
sider invitations to hold the games 
elsewhere. 
Asked To Make Report 
Mr. Sherrill was requested by 
President Baillet-Latour to make a 
report on America’s reaction to Ger­ 
many's Jewish athletic measures. 
He cabled the American Olympic 
committee, 
which 
relied: 
“The 
American Olympic committee feels 
that no amateur athlete should be 
barred from the games because of 
race, creed or color."

lands finally came into the posses- 
fion of Frederick Bucher and con­ 
stituted all of the church ana cem­ 
etery lands until 
1822, at which 
time the Lutheran congregation and 
the Reformed congregatiori replaced 
the orginal church building with a 
new church building upon the pres­ 
ent site. 
’’Apparently the cemetery lands j 
were considered inadequate, for the 
use of the combined congregations, 
for on March 16. 
four additional 
acres were added 
to the original 
lands, the same being surveyed on 
March 16, 1822, and approximately 
at the same 
time, although the 
date is not capable of exact de­ 
termination, an additional tract of 
eight acres on the eastern end of 
the cemetery lands and a long nar­ 
row strip on the southern side of 
the original 
tract were 
surveyed 
from ofhcr lands of Valentine Floor 
for the benefit of Frederick Bucher. 
“These 
tracts 
constituted 
the 
original lands of the combined con­ 
gregations In 1822. 
Surveyed In 1816 
“It is interesting to note that the 
lands of the Mennonite church on 
the northern side of the road were 
surveyed from lands of Valentine 
Floor on August 16, 1816. 
“During this period the Reform­ 
ed 
congregation 
was known 
as 
Flohr’s German Reformed Congre­ 
gation 
or 
Church 
in 
Franklin 
Township, and the Lutheran con­ 
gregation was known 
as the Lu­ 
theran 
Congregation 
at 
Flohr’s 
Church in Franklin Township. 
“On May 26, 1888. the Reformed 
Congregation applied to the court 
of Common pleas for a charter of 
Incorporation, which was granted, 
and it was incorporated under the 
somewhat extensive name of ‘Flohr’s 
German Reformed Congregation of 
Church in Franklin Township, Ad­ 
ams County.’ Just why the Re­ 
formed congregation applied for a 
charter of incorporation and the 
Lutheran congregation did not is 
not known, but it would 
appear 
that the Reformed congregation 
at that time was contemplating a 
severance of the joint use of Flohr’s 
ohurch with the Lutheran congre­ 
gation.

held December 28. 
1874, negotia­ 
tions were authorized to be opened 
either for the sale or purchase by

“The haie of toe church building 
thps authorized did not Include the 
movable furniture, and it was pro­

From this it would appear that tile 
erection of the joint church in 1822 
was accompanied by somewhat for­ 
mal ceremonies in connection with 
the placing of the corner-stone.

“In 1920 the members of the Lu­ 
theran congregation desired to be 
relieved of the responsibility for 
the cemetery and to have it placed 
in charge of separate and distinct 
corporate 
trustees. It was 
then 
the impression that the undivided 
one-half Interest of the Reformed 
congregation in the cemetery lands 
had been conveyed to the Lutheran 
congregation at the time of the di­ 
vision of the church lands, al­ 
though no records on the subject 


could be found. Acting upon that 
theory, an application was made to 
the court of common pleas of Ad­ 
ams county for a charter for Flohr’s 
Church Cemetery Association, which 
charter was granted September 22, 
1920. But when the transfer of the 
cemetery lands to the new ceme­ 
tery association was undertaken, it 
was discovered that the Lutheran 
congregation did not have complete 
title to be transferred to the new 
cemtery association. 
Other legal 
questions were involved as to the 
method of proceeding to obtain au­ 
thority for the transfer of the lands 
to the new corporation, which ques­ 
tions were not determined until a 
Year or so ago, and aa a result an­ 
other charter was applied for for 
the cemetery association, which wasJ
